fails for third time

For the third time in 12 months, a 
$14.94 million high schoo! improve- 
ment bond issue failed to be 


, approved by the voters in the June 


14 school election. Overall, the 
issue failed to pass by 195 votes - 
the worst loss yet. 

“Voters in Mancelona have agreed 
to a seven mill increase to build a 
$17 million high school,” said 
Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds. 
“We were only asking for 1.75 mills 
on a $14.9 million issue.” 

As the three precincts slowly 
reported in, those in attendance at 
the County Building had their pre- 
dictions affirmed as the votes were 
tallied by the ballot counting equip- 
ment. The third time would hold no 


; charm for the improvement issue. 


Precinct No. 3, Lovells Township, 
was the first to report in at about 
9:15 p.m. Of 523 registered voters, 
115 or nearly 22% went to the polls. 
Only 34 ballots were cast in favor of 
improvement, while 81 or over 70% 


| cast disapproving votes. 


At about 9:35 p.m. Precinct No. 2, 
Frederic Township, Maple Forest 
Township, and a portion of southern 
Otsego County, reported in. Of 
1.693 registered voters in the 


precinct, only 284 voted - a mere 
16.77%. There were 84 “yes” votes 
and 198 or more than 70% voting 
“no” on the school improvement 
issue. 

Just before 11 p.m., election 
workers from Precinct No. | arrived 
at the courthouse with ballots from 
the school district’s largest body of 
voters. Those holding out for the 
final tally talked of how this precinct 
would hold the key to victory or 
defeat. 

Precinct No. | includes voters in 
Grayling Township, the City of 
Grayling, portions of Beaver Creek 
Township and Bear Lake Township 
in Kalkaska County. 

Of the precinct’s 7.507 registered 
voters, 1,703 voted or nearly 22.7% 
cast their ballots. As in previous 
elections, Precinct No. | voting 
results were split nearly 50/50 - 826 
in favor of the bond issue, and 860 
against. 

Voter turn-out for the entire 
Crawford AuSable School District 
was 21.62%. Nearly 79% of voters 
did not exercise their right to have a 
say in the school improvement deci- 
sion. 

What’s next? 

Assistant Superintendent Paul 
Lerg remarked, “It’s all really up to 
the school board.”

Crawford AuSable School District 
voters overwhelmingly elected 


recently retired Frederic Elementary 
School Principal Melvin “Pat” Nunn 
to a seat on the Board of Education. 
Nunn received 1,074 of the 2,102 
votes cast in the June 14 election. 

Running a distant second and 
retaining his seat on the Board was 
Gary J. Pettyjohn with 708 votes. 

Incumbent board member James 
McMillan placed a close third with 
693 votes and Susanne M. Somero 
came in fourth getting 483 votes. 
Somero commented she was very 
pleased with the amount of votes she 
received as this was her first time in 
the political arena. Rounding out 
the field was Charlotte Sullivan 
Mosel with 380 votes and Ted. 
Gomez with 218. 

Nunn spent election day visiting 
with voters near all three polling 
sites. “I got a little windburned,” 
said a red-faced Nunn of his day- 
long adventure on an usually chilly 
June day. His wife and daughter 
also joined in the campaign effort. 

After the results came in from the 
Frederic, Maple Forest and Lovells 
Township precincts, Nunn had real- 
ized 236 of a possible 399 votes and 
appeared confident. When Precinct 
No. | gave him 838 votes, it put him

way out in front of the other candi- 
dates. 

As the final ballots were tallied at 
the Crawford County Courthouse 
late Monday night, Nunn was con- 
gratulated by Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds and Assistant 
Superintendent Paul Lerg. 
Pettyjohn was not present for the 
results. 

Somero said that she and Nunn 
appeared to be the only candidates 
out on election day talking to the 
voters. “I had one of the best days 
ever talking with Pat and getting to 
know the people in this school dis- 
trict,” she said. “Even though I did- 
n’t win a seat on the Board, I can do 
a lot by staying involved on impor- 
tant schoo} issues.” 

After a very abbreviated retire- 
ment, Nunn will now go on to the 
public servant sector of education in 
the school district. “We have to pre- 
pare kids to go out into the world,” 
he said. “Some kids are predestined 
to go to college because their par- 
ents have been able to plan it that 
way. 

“For those who haven’t been able 
to plan or really have no desire to go 
on to college, we have to help them 
learn a skill and prepare them for life 
as a productive adult.” 

Pettyjohn and Nunn will serve 
four-year terms, expiring in 2003.

Township rasldait files for recall of board 


Frederic police issue on hold for now

The Frederic Township Board has 
tabled the proposal for creating a 
police officer position for the town- 
ship following the resignation of 
Frederic Township Treasurer Jon 
McLeod, which left a vacancy on the 
board. 

“We don’t have a full board right 
now,” said Frederic Township 
Trustee Mike Girard. In fairness to 
the new board member, Girard said, 
the current board will wait until that 
person is appointed to further con- 
sider the Frederic police issuc. 

Under the proposal, Girard, a 
recent graduate of the Kirtland 
Community College police acade- 
my, would take on the responsibili- 
ties of township police officer in 
addition to his duties as Township 
Zoning Administrator. Girard said 
the designation would work well 
with his zoning duties, and would 
allow him to deal with focal law 
enforcement problems and assist the 


Michigan State Police and Crawford 
County Sheriff's Department when 
needed. 

The issue has raised both positive 
and negative reaction within the 
township. 

Frederic Township — resident 
Stephen Mulder has spoken publicly 
against the proposal, and last week 
filed a petition with the Crawford 
County Election Commission to 
recall the Frederic Township Board 
“for approving the implementation 
of a law enforcement department 
without electorate approval.” 

Mulder said the police officer 
position, if the township should 
decide to approve it, should be 
advertised and chosen by way of a 
thorough interview process. Mulder 
feels that Girard acting as a Frederic 
Township Board and Zoning 
Administrator is a “conflict of 
office,” and combining police officer 
dutics with his current positions 
would be a further conflict. 

“It's nothing personal against 


Mike, I think he’s a nice guy,” said 
Mulder. “I just don’t think they’re 
going about it the right way.” 

The recall petition also charges 
that the Frederic Township Board 
approved a “month by month agree- 
ment for trash removal by Alpine 
Refuse Collectors without sealed 
bids as required by Michigan 
statutes.” 

Girard reacted to the recall effort 
by saying, “I think recalls are a good 
thing, but people can make up any- 
thing they want and put it on a recall 
petition. This one is full of fabrica- 


tions.” 

The Crawford County Election 
Commission has scheduled a clarity 
hearing for Monday, June 21, to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The vacancy on the Frederic 
Township Board must be addressed 
within 45 days following the accep- 
tance of McLeod’s resignation. 
which the board did on June 8. At 
the meeting, Township Supervisor 
Brian Hulbert reported that the 
township had already received four 
applications for the vacancy due to 
“word of mouth.”

Jerry Morford reported that after 
discussing the issue with the city’s 
insurance carrier it is clear that the 
city has immunity from liability, and 
the service clubs must provide their 
own insurance. 

The city’s insurance company 
also recommended that the clubs 
make sure to use proper safety gear 
(reflective vests and barricades) but 
that the city not provide these items. 
as it could create a liability on the 
city’s part. Morford said. 

Also, the in-the-street fund raising 
would not be allowed in bad weath- 
er, and the city police would deter- 
mine how “safe” the weather is on 
any given day. 

“If the police say its not safe 
today, youll have to live with that.” 
said Morford. 

Mayor Ralph Stevens reported 
that City Attorney David Sabin had 
also provided an opinion for the 
council in writing, reaffirming the 
city’s “immunity” from liability and 
stating that these fund raising efforts 
“should be allowed.” 

“We appear to be covered.” 
Stevens.

Proposed sale of mining 
site raises eyebrows —

Bill Bartlett of Straits Aggregate 
met with the Beaver. Creek 
Township Board to inform them of 
the proposed sale of an old mining 
site owned by the company. 

The site is a 200 acre parcel near 
Staley Lake Road and Seven Mile 
Road.. Sand was mined there in 
1986-87 and the owners are actively 
marketing the parcel as a mining 
operation. 

Bartlett indicated that there are 
three companies interested in buying 
the land because, “there will be a lot 
of road building done between West 
Branch and the Mackinac Bridge in 
the next several years.” 

Bartlett said whoever bought the 
property would probably truck out 
the sand, at least initially. Township 


Supervisor Lee Riley said there was 
some concern about that because 
there is already a great deal of heavy 
truck traffic in that area. 

Bartlett stated that the roadcould 
possibly be upgraded to class A stan- 
dards (paved, all-weather) which 
might help the problem. 

Township trustee Kathy Mobarak 
expressed concern about how the 
site would be cleaned up when the 
mining operation was done, stating 
when Straits Aggregate mined it in 
the 80’s, they agreed to fix up the 
roads and reforest the area. 

However, the company went out 
of business and nothing was done, 
Mobarak said. 

Bartlett said that he was not aware 
of any clean up problem, but he 
would look into it and see if any of 
the problems could be worked out.

islation would create a “wild west” 
atmosphere, complete with play- 
ground shootings by automatic 
assault weapons. 

The national media has once 
again succeeded in imposing a rad- 
ical anti-firearm agenda onto the 
American public. In the process, 
Michigan citizens have been hard 
put to sort out truth from the dis- 
honesty. 

The truth is 31 states have 
already initiated this type of CCW 
reform over the past 15 years, and 
the bottom line is that it works. 
Crime has been dramatically 
reduced in every state implement- 
ing this reform, and personal liber- 
ty is preserved. A win-win situa- 
tion. 

Professor John Lott, a researcher 
from the University of Chicago, has 
done extensive research on the 
results of CCW laws. Not a pro- 
gun advocate when he began the 
research, Lott has since become an 
advocate for CCW reform based on 
his findings which indicate that if 
the remaining 19 states adopted 
similar reform 1,500 lives would 


the hard work of Sheriff Lovely in 
securing a federal grant which pro- 
vides half the funding for a new offi- 
cer, for four years.

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What needs protection are the 
principles behind the symbol -- 
that America is a land where 
everyone is entitled to express 
agreement or disagreement. and 
where the views of the minority -- 
even a minority of one -- are as 
sacred as the views of the majority. 

Popular views require no protec- 
tion by law; the fact of majority 
provides that protection already. 

It is the unpopular views of a 
minority, no matter how disagree- 
able, which need protection of the 
law. 

By protecting the flag, the 
amendment would undermine the 
principles behind the flag... and 
that’s too dear a price to pay. 

If a flag is burned, we can get 
another. If a principle is destroyed, 
it’s gone. 

Legion Cmdr, Miller, of course, 


have been saved every year since 
1992. 

Michigan’s Macomb County 
some years ago instituted changes 
consistent with the 31 pro-CCW 
states. Due to these changes, 
Macomb County is now issuing 
nearly one half of the state’s per- 
mits. The results mirror Professor 
Lott’s national findings. While vio- 
lent crime has dropped 12% 
statewide over that period of time, 
it has dropped 41% in Macomb 
County. 

Will CCW reform be an invita- 
tion to more Littleton, Colorado 
tragedies? Absolutely not. If any- 
thing, the proposed reform would 
discourage school incidents since it 
increases the age limit for CCW 
permits from 18 to 21, and would 
make a Littleton incident a more 
risky proposition. In Littleton, the 
killers broke 18 separate gun laws 
knowing that under Colorado’s 
CCW law no one inside would be 
abie to stop them. 

Colorado is one of the 19 states 
that has not adopted CCW reform, 
and so only criminals are carrying 
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sees the flag as something more: 
“A piece of cloth -- of no value? ... 
God help our nation if it is their 
final testament that the flag that 
may drape the coffins of some of 
our sons and daughters is just a 
piece of cloth in their eyes.” 

Yes, Mr. Miller. A flag is just a 
piece of cloth; the value of the 
American flag is in what it repre- 
sents, not in the flag itself. 

As one member of your organi- 
zation, I will be proud to have that 
piece of cloth draped over my cof- 
fin, not for the value of the flag 
itself. but for the enduring values 
of freedom, liberty and personal 
rights which it represents.

concealed weapons. As pointed out

to provide a dollar’s worth of ser- 
vice. 

One danger to this program is that 
you will have to remember to call 
the Crawford County Sheriff 
Department when you need a police 
officer. Don’t call the township. In 
an emergency situation, continue to 
call 9-[-1. In a non-emergency situ- 
ation, continue to call the appropri- 
ate sheriff department number listed 
in the phone book. 

The second important issue deals 
with the township zoning ordinance. 
In Grayling Township, the supervi- 
sor is also the zoning administrator. 
It is my job to enforce the zoning 
ordinance, within the limits of the 
law, for your health, safety and wel- 
fare. 

The question was recently raised 
as to whether I am obligated to 
enforce every perceived violation, 
regardless of extrancous circum- 
stances, such as time involved, cost 
to taxpayers, and degree of threat to 
your gencral health, safety and wel- 
fare. 

The answer, according to the 
township attorney, is that neither the 
zoning administrator, nor the town- 
ship, have a tegal obligation to 
enforce ordinance violations. The 
attorney’s opinion was based on a 
Michigan Supreme Court ruliig of 
the exact question. 

At their last general meeting,

members of the Grayling Township 
Board of Trustees all agreed with 
that opinion, stating that ordinance 
violations must be prioritized and 
enforced according to individual cir- 
cumstances, such as time, cost, and 
threat to the health, safety and wel- 
fare of township residents. I am not 
expected to enforce every violation 
in every circumstance. 

Does this mean I don’t have to 
enforce the rules of any ordinance if 
I don’t want? Of course not. it 
means I must use discretion. Just as 
any police officer must use discre- 
lion in writing speeding tickets, I 
must use discretion in deciding 
which violations to enforce, and 
how that enforcement is to occur. 

The township staff and I work 
hard trying to enforce and alleviate 
the most serious threats to your 
well-being. This is the method 1 
have followed in zoning enforce- 
ment. and this is the method I will 
continue to follow. It’s good to 
know [ have the full support of the 
board and the township attomey. In 
doing so, I believe I am better serv- 
ing your interests. That's what you 
pay me to do. 

Last item. For those of you who 
want to know, the township board 
will be discussing the use of the 
township property at the north end 
of Isenhaver Road at our July 14 
meeting, which starts at 7 p.m.

Cultural War (Part 1) 


Charlton Heston made some power- 
ful statements on “Winning the 
Cultural War.” Tuesday, February 16. 
1999 at Harvard Law School. Below 
are some edited quotes from his speech: 

“Dedicating the memorial at 
Gettysburg. Abraham Lincoln said of 
America, ‘We are now engaged in a 
great Civil War, testing whether this 
nation or any nation so conceived and 
so dedicated can long endure.” Those 
words are true again. . . I believe that 
we are again engaged in a great civil 
war, a cultural war that’s about to 
hijack your birthright to think and say 
what lives in your heart. 1 fear you no 
longer trust the pulsing lifeblood of lib- 
erty inside you .. . the stuff that made 
this country rise from wilderness into 
the miracle that it is.” 

“I've come to understand that a cul- 
tural war is raging across our land, in 
which, with Orwellian fervor, certain 
acceptable thoughts and speech are 
mandated.

Medical insurance pools can 
save school districts money 


School districts in Michigan have 
the opportunity to save money on 
medical insurance under legislation 
sponsored by state Sen. Ken 
Sikkema (R-Grandville), and state 
Rep. Jason Allen (R-Traverse City). 

“School administrators and tax- 
payers should not have their hands 
tied in efforts to operate their dis- 
tricts in the most economical man- 
ner,” Sikkema said. “We're chang- 
ing current law which allows school 
districts to join insurance pools for 
coverage of property, casualty, auto- 
mobile and fidelity insurance, but 
prohibits participation in health 
insurance pools.” 

“This is about saving taxpayers 
money by allowing school districts 
to use funds wisely,” Allen said of 
Senate Bill 151 and House Bill 
4473, which allow school districts to 
join health insurance pools. 

Sikkema and Allen said pooling 
spreads the risk across a larger base, 
reducing premiums for coverage and 
saving taxpayers the cost of more 
expensive plans. 

“Few insurances are as expensive 
as medical coverage, and school dis- 
tricts should be allowed to find the 
most economical method of provid- 
ing quality insurance for their 
employees,” Allen said. “Insurance 
pooling is an option that should be 
allowed.” 

SB 151 amends a 1951 public act 
to extend the pooling opportunities 
for municipal corporations, includ- 
ing intermediate school districts, to 
health care insurance. It received 
final Senate approval today and was 
sent to the Governor for signing into 
law. 

Allen’s HB 4473 reduces the 
number of required participants for 
an insurance pool to two from the 
current requirement of five. It was 
approved by the Senate today and 


sent back to the House for a vote on 
immediate effect before going to the 
governor. 

“Insurance pooling allows schools 
to negotiate for good coverage at a 
more reasonable cost, protects tax- 
payer funds and, most important, 
makes more dollars available for 
student instructional needs,” 
Sikkema said. “It is a case of good 
public policy and good stewardship 
going hand-in-hand.”

The plan calls for reducing the 
SBT rate by 0.1 percent each year 
until it is completely phased out.

KCC student chosen 


to study abroad 


Kirtland Community College stu- 
dent, Melanie Shingledecker, daugh- 
ter of Robert and Cathy 
Shingledecker, of Roscommon, is a 
winner of the National Security 
Education Program (NSEP) scholar- 
ship which will pay almost all of her 
expenses during her study semester 
abroad. 

From August 25 through 
December 20, Shingledecker. an 
honor graduate from Roscommon 
High School and a first-year student 
at Kirtland, will study in Prague.

How to survive 
a heart attack 
when alone 


Many people are alone when 
they suffer a heart attack. This 
article provides some surprising 
advice that just may save the 
lives of those who find them- 
selves in such a critical situa- 
tion. 

Without help, the person 
whose heart stops beating prop- 
erly and who begins to feel 
faint, has only about ten seconds 
left before losing consciousness. 
However, these victims can help 
themselves by coughing repeat- 
edly and very vigorously. 

A deep breath should be taken 
before each cough, and the 
cough must be deep and pro- 
longed, as when producing spu- 
tum from deep inside the chest. 
A breath and cough must be 
repeated about every two sec- 
onds without let up until help 
arrives, or until the heart is felt 
to be beating normally again. 

Deep breaths get oxygen into 
the lungs and coughing move- 
ments squeeze the heart and 
keep the blood circulating. The 
squeezing pressure on the heart 
also helps it regain normal 
rhythm. In this way, heart 
attack victims can get to a phone 
and, between breaths, call for 
help.

Camp Grayling outlines training restrictions 


With Annual Training at Camp 
Grayling in full swing, and the pres- 
ence of the National Guard more 
noticeable in town, citizens may 
have questions or concems regard- 
ing the training policies and restric- 
tions of the guard. 

The following are common areas 
of concern regarding Camp 
Grayling activities: 

Ground Weapons Systems: 
Large caliber weapons such as all 
artillery, all tank main gun, recoil- 
less rifles, Dragon and TOW Anti- 
Tank missiles, Demolitions, and a 
107mm High Explosive and White 
Phosphorus) Mortars (107mm 
Illumination rounds exempt) have a 
general restriction of firing no later 
than three hours after sunset and no

Helicopters are required to main- 
tain a minimum altitude of 50 feet 
during over-flights of Camp

safety. Under some weather condi- 
tions, this could vary as meeting this 
policy requires the pilot to initiate a 
steep climb after making the pass 
over the air-to-ground range. 

Ordnance: Ordnance items noted 
above are restricted from 4 p.m. on 
Friday until sunrise on the following 
Tuesday during the following peri- 
ods: Trout Season Opener (last 
Saturday in April), Memorial Day 
weekend, Fourth of July weekend, 
Labor Day weekend. 

Camp Grayling continues striving 
to be a good neighbor and maintains 
a constant vigilance to preserve and 
protect our natural resources for 
future generations.

Wisconsin paddlers prepare for Marathon 


The Madison Wisconsin canoe- 
ing team of John Gengler and Tim 
Gattenby were in Grayling over 
the weekend to pre-run sections of 
the AuSable River in preparation 
for the 52nd running of the 
AuSable International Canoe 
Marathon. 

Both men are instructors at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
and specialize in adapted program- 
ming where they help children and 
adults with disabilities. This will 
be their first AuSable Marathon, 
but not their first competition 
involving long distances. 

They have collectively entered 
the Minnesota Border to Border 
face seven times, winning the last 
two overall as a team. The event 
includes 400 miles of biking, 50 
miles of running, and 50 miles of 
paddling. 

Additionally, Gengler and 
Gattenby have both raced the 
Ironman Canada and the World 
Championship in Hawaii. Both 
have also raced in several of 
Michigan’s Twenty-Four Hour 
Bicycle Events, which are held in 
Grand Rapids. 

How far can someone go on a 
bicycle in 24 hours? Gengler won 
the event in 1994, completing 439 
miles, and took third in 1996 with 
457 miles. Gattenby scored a third 
place finish in 1995 with 427 
miles. 

The two racers arrived in 
Grayling late Thursday evening. 
They visited 
Ray’s Canoe Livery to walk the 
part of the course used in the 
LeMans start. 

On Friday morning they 
returned to Ray’s to look over the 


river in the day- 
light. Later that 
day they paddled 
the section of 
AuSable from 
Grayling to Mio. 
On Saturday both 
spent much of the 
morning visiting 
feeding sites and 
portages and in 
the afternoon pad- 
died the section 
from Cooke to 
Foote Dam. 

“We like adven- 
ture and challenge 
and chose the AuSable Marathon 
as this year’s goal,” said Gattenby. 

“This is a really beautiful area,”
